HENRY GEORGE, 3 ft. We do not hesitate to say that all things considered 
this is the best bedding Canna that we have seen. It grows very uniform in 
heigth and is a perpetual bloomer, of a bright warm crimson color often shading 
to a bright yellow liae 01 mirgin of petal. We know of no variety that will 
produce as many bioons and of so bright and attractive acolor as this one.

A good bright red, a little taller than the popular Ex- 
press, and w2 think a more satisfactory variety for general cultivation. A con-

INMAN’S CHOICE. 3£t A nzighdor looking over a lot of our seedlings one day 
came to this one and said this is the best one of them all. We therefore named 
it as his choice. It is very distinet from all varieties on the market. The back 
of petals are a deep rich yellow that seems to shine through the red upper sur- 
face of the p2tal like a light through a tinted window, the petal is bordered with 
a narrow golden border that makes it very attractive. It is such a continuous 
bloomer that it is a mass of bloomall the time. A bed of it in Van Cleave park 
at Dayton, the past summer was greatly admired. 

UWANTA, 3 1-2to4 ft. Thisis avery rich handsome yellow, spotted over 
with small orange red spots. A strong thrifty grower which we greatly prefer 
to others of the Eldorado type. 

CROWN OF GOLD, 5 to6 ft. This is a seedling of Coronet, and a great im- 
provement onthat good oldsort. A strong thrifty grower, and is constantly 
crowned with a mass of its large spikes of beautiful bright yellow flowers thiS 
was another of the favorites in the Dayton, parks. 


GOLDEN DAWN, 3 1-2 ft. The best of all the yellows, a bright butter- 


cup shade, equal to the popular Buttercup, with but aslight marking of red on 


lower petal andso far superior in foliage to that variety and a much stronger 
and more rapid grower, that it will supersede that kind as soon as known.

one word of fault has been heard regarding it. Altho there are plenty of srow- 
ers and introducers of new kinds that cannot find meritsin anything not of their 
own production. ; 

We are acting as selling agents only, for the introducers, who will contro! the 
stock for another year. The price at retail will be 692 each and the wholesale 
price has been fixed at 35c each. 

We hope the trade will take hold of this grand variety and give it a leading 
place among their novelties. We know that for a tall growing, large flowering, 
brilliant scarlet variety there is nothing to compare with it and the grower who 
invests in it now will make no mistake. ; 

The following is our last years description of it:—A- rapid grower with th2 
most beautisul dark green foliage with tall fiower spikes of large size. Blooms 
are nearly as large as the orchid typ2 but of the form of the crozy types and of 
the most brilliant searlet color. Thisis whatis known as a self trimmn2r, all 
blooms drop froin the spike, never leaving a discolored, ragged lot of dried flo-w- 
ers to mar the beauty of the plant.

FAIRHOPE. We sent out a few of these for trial two years ago, but it was 
not generally introduced'until last season. We have in this time received just 
three unfavorable reports on it. And many have told us that it was a fine one, 
so we can well claim that our demand for its recoznitioa as ees among erim- 
son bedding sorts has been sustained. Our description is:— A little taller than 
Chas. Henderson, a shade darker in color, a very rapid erower, making strong 
clumps, sending up a large number of spikes of beautiful, large crimson.flowers. 
The price to the trade has been reduced to $7.59, per 100 and will be retailed at 
25¢ each or $2. 25 per dozen. 

ROYAL BRONZE. This is a new and distinct form of the bronze foliage type 
We repeat below our last years description and hope’ that all will give it a trial. 
We have reduced the price:to 15c and can be retailed at 40c giving the dealer a 
fine margin.—This new sort stands as far above all the other of the bronze foli- 
age sorts as ‘‘Queen of Beayty’’ does above all the green leaved kinds. It has 
always seemed hard to combine a good bronze foliage with a good blossom. It 
has been done at last. Foliage ofa beautiful purple bronze with long upright 
leaves, very distinct in color and manner of growth from all other kinds. Seven 
to eight feet high with spikes of good sized dark crimson ae that are among 
the darkest of all known Cannas. 

We repeat the following descriptions from last yeers list. The first five belong 
to the foliage class and are new and improved forms which we believe will be ap- 
nreciated when better known, as they are preferable to many of the old soris 
that are yet sold in large quantities.

FLASHLIGHT. Beantiful light green foliage, leaves both long and broad. 
The bloom israther smill bit is in clasters of brizaS flame color thus making a 
striking anddistinet appearance. Especially recommended where a luxurious 
growth is desired. ‘7 to 8 ft. 

GIRAFFE. A bright green broed leaved sort of magnificent size, with medium 
sized blooms of bright yellow blotched and neariy covered with bright red. A 
very profuse bloomer that attractsimmediate attention. Hspecially adapted for 
centers of beds where a tall stately variety is desired. 7 to 8 ft. 

MAJESTIC. Another striking foliage variety quite distinct from any variety 
in cultivation, foliage a bluish green lined aad riboed with bronze, blooms only of 
medium size but borne in large fine clusters and of a brilliant red. 7 to 8 ft. 

BRONZE KING. A cross of Marechal Vailiante on Coronet. An early and 
continuous bloomer, has large spikes of medium sized red flowers carried well a- 
Love the very heavy leathery bronze foliage. 6 to 7 ft. 

GHN. KUROKI. -A beautiful bronze foliage variety 5 ft high with a peculiar 
pink flower with shades of salmon and yellow moziled and shaded. Thisisa cross 
of Crozy typ2 upo1 the old broaze foliaz2 typ2 and combines a beautiful flower 
of rather above medium size with the beautiful foliage and rank growth of the 
bronze type. 

MOONLIGHT. A seedling of Mont Blanc. Bloom is only of medium size but 
of aquite distinct light cream color that does not fade to white as most of the 
light yellow shades do The most rapid grower we ever saw, will make a fine 

arge clump in two months from planting, larger than most kinds will in twice 
the time. 5to 6 ft. 

BLUSHING BELLE. A very strong and rapid growing variety, foliage of a 
chalky shade of green, blooms profusely in tallspikes of a delicate shade of blush 
pink, narrowly edged with creamy yellow. Petals of good length but narrow, 
gives a very striking effect, most continuous bloomer we have everseen. 5 to 6 ft. 

SOUTHERN PRIDE. Another very rapid grower making a clump several feet 
in diameter in a short time, foliage of a glossy green edged with a.narrow line 
of bronze, bloom of a salmon tintedred, edged with light yellow, petals of good 
width and makes a very showy flower. 4to 5 ft.. 

ALABAMA. Four ft. A very bright glowing cardinal color that makes it 
very attractive altho the blooms are notaslarge as some kinds, the great abund- 
ance of them and its habit of constant flowering in great clusters induced us to 
give itthe state name, believing that it will win for itself a place in the front ranks 

BUCKATUNNA. A very peculiar flower with petals 3-4 to 1 1-4 inches in 
width and3 to 4 inches long of a bright red color blooming in large masses, they 
have an odd and very striking appearance, 3 to 4 fthigh. This variety always 
makes a bright line in our field showing more bloom than many other kinds and 
no collection is complete without thisodd and attractive variety. 

MISSISSIPPI. A dwarf variety of peculiar habit; the foliage is very thick 
and leathery and never attacked byinsects. 3 feet high with large bright gold- 
en yellow flowers with a few red specks in throat.
